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Tip O'Neill Speaks To Foundation Members

of the PBJC Foundation Board of Directors 
attended the Annual Meeting and were 
treated to an appearance by former Speaker 
of the United States House of Representa¬ 
tives, Thomas "Tip" O’Neill. 

The March 5 event was hosted by Boca 
Raton developer and new Board member, 
George Barbar. Board members along with 
O’Neill met aboard Barbaras 1 27-foot yacht 
"Lady Alice." 

Foundation President Robert M. Mont¬ 
gomery, Jr. introduced the Speaker by 
saying, "This is a historic opportunity. 
Speaker O'Neill was, for nearly 40 years, 
close to the center of power in this 
country." 

In his presentation, O'Neill reminisced 
about his personal relationships with eight 
residents, and he spoke on the importance 
f education. 

Montgomery presented the members and 
guests with copies of O'Neill's autobiog¬ 
raphy. O'Neill signed complimentary copies 
of his book following his presentation. 

The Board Meeting continued as the finan¬ 
cial status of the Foundation and the needs of 
the College were discussed. A new promo¬ 
tional video developed by the Foundation 


was also presented to the Board.

In other business, a brief discussion on 
fund raising and development was led by 
guests from Miami-Dade Community College. 

Louis Wolfson, former President of the 
Miami-Dade Community College Foundation 
and Horace Traylor, Vice-President for Insti¬ 
tutional Advancement at Miami-Dade, spoke 
on their participation in successful fund 
raising efforts. 

"It'stime that the community recognizes 
the importance of PBJC to Palm Beach 
County economic life," commented Found¬ 
ation President Montgomery. "This year,

Spencer Pompey, a local historian of 
Black culture. Pompey served as an 
educator and administrator in Palm Beach 
County Schools for 40 years. 

In his comments to the graduates, Pompey 
focused on the need to make a difference as 
political citizens. 

He said, "Participation in the elective 
process is not only a right but it is a respon¬ 
sibility." He conveyed the need to register to 
vote and then to actually vote. 

According to Pompey, it is the age group of 
1 8-30 who are most apathetic about voting. 
He said the apathy is appalling. 

"You are the most intelligent and well- 
trained among us," Pompey said. "Yours is 
the most important vote."

Each year, the winner of the Award is 
selected for providing assistance to PBJC 
students in job opportunities through co¬ 
op, internships, full-time and part-time 
work programs, as well as support in the 
form of human services and activities for 
the advancement of PBJC. Support may 
also be in the form of financial aid for stu¬ 
dent scholarships, stipends, cash grants, 
and equipment donations for instructional

In addition, a business may be consid¬ 
ered for an award based on activities 
advocating the College and its educational 
programs in a political situation on a 
local, state, or national level. 

These elements, combined with the 
historical effort of continued support of 
Palm Beach Junior College, make up the 
criteria for selecting the recipient. 

Nominations for the awards are made 
by the College administration, faculty, 
and staff. The nominees are reviewed by 
a selection committee consisting of rep¬ 
resentatives from the local business com¬ 
munity.

Gaisky Dental Labs; Gator Culvert; Green 
Cay Nursery; IBM; the legal firm of Mont¬ 
gomery, Searcy, and Denney; and Pratt & 
Whitney. An honorable mention was

Foundation President Receives State Award 


Palm Beach Junior College Foundation 
President Robert M. Montgomery, Jr., re¬ 
ceived an award for Philanthropist of the 
Year at the State Capitol on Wednesday, 
May 4. The presentation was made by 
Secretary of State Jim Smith. 

Montgomery was one of four individuals 
and corporations who were given recog¬ 
nition.

Scholarship 

Palm Beach Junior College Legal Assis¬ 
tant student, Janann Wade, was awarded 
a year's tuition scholarship from the Palm 
Beach County Attorney/Realtor Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, February 23. 

The scholarship was presented by Norman 
Taplin of Taplin and and Howard P.A., 
Chairman of the Joint Committee. This is 
the first scholarship the organization has 
presented to a student of Palm Beach 
Junior College in an effort to promote 
high quality education for the legal and 
real estate professions within Palm Beach 
County. 

At the scholarship presentation, Dr. 
Edward M. Eissey, President of PBJC, 
announced that the North Campus will be, 
working with the Palm Beach County Bar\ 
Association to provide a complete Law 
Library for the Legal Assistant students. 

The Law Library will be added to the 
existing student Library at the North Campus 
located on PGA Boulevard in Palm Beach 
Gardens. 
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The Kravis Center A Mode! of Leadership and Action 


The architectural drawings and mod¬ 
els of the Raymond F. Kravis Center for 
the Performing Arts were displayed in the 
Student Activities Lounge at the Central 
Campus in February. The display brought 
to mind the efforts of the many people 
who have worked to make the Center a 
reality. 

Palm Beach Junior College has tradi¬ 
tionally been interested and active in the 
performing arts. For many years, College 
officials supported the development of 
proper facilities for cultural productions 
and general entertainment. 

Such a facility would also be a tremen¬ 
dous advantage for PBJC students to 
learn about the performing arts field, first 
hand. With this purpose in mind. Dr. 
Edward M. Eissey, President of Palm 
Beach Junior College, spearheaded ef¬ 
forts to make the Performing Arts Center a 
reality. 

As early as 1978, Eissey was busy 
contacting interested groups with the 
suggestion that PBJC could provide prop¬ 
erty and management for the Center. This 
was at a time when no one seemed to 
agree on a suitable location. 

In 1980, Eissey asked leaders in the 
arts community to reconsider placing the 
^Center on PBJC property. 

" PBJC Trustees gave official approval 
on August 1 9, 1 981 to offer property and 
management for the Performing Arts Cen¬ 
ter. Members of the Palm Beach Junior 
College Board of Trustees at that time were 
Dr. Philip 0. Lichtblau, Mrs. Homer J. 
Hand, Willard Findling, George A. Michael, 
and Mrs. Hisetta Dyson. 

The location suggested included land 
overlooking Lake Osborne on the Central 
Campus. The site was accessible for 
construction of access roads from 6th 
Avenue South and from Lake Worth Road. 

Eissey actively negotiated with the coun¬ 
ty to obtain property in John Prince Park to 
use as the site for the Center. In June of 
1 984, thp °alm Beach County Commission 
approved the resolution which deeded 
the property to PBJC. The land was 
valued at $1.3 million. 

The County Commission also approved 
$10 million in matching funds for use in 
construction of the Center. Palm Beach 
County Commissioners at that time were 
Ken Spillias, Peggy B. Evatt, Dennis P. 
Koehler, Dorothy Wi I ken, and Bill Bailey. 

With local funds of over $10 million in 
hand, Eissey quickly approached the State 
Legislature for additional funding. In June 
|)f 1 984, Eissey with the untiring help of 
Pormer State Senator Harry Johnston suc¬ 
cessfully negotiated $1 0 million of state 
appropriations in the form of matching 
funds. 

Following the successful request for 
funds, Eissey said, "We have been plan¬ 
ning a cultural arts center in Palm Beach 


County for 25 years. It is time we stopped 
talking and started some action." 

He said the Center will become a reality 
when a location is agreed upon. The ideal 
site was PBJC, according to Eissey and the 
Palm Beach Junior College Trustees. 

The site offered not only a central 
location but also easy access, attractive 
views, and a good mix of educational 
resources and funding sources. 

The selection of PBJC as the location 
was supported by resolutions from the 
Palm Beach County Commission, the Palm 
Beach Council of the Arts, the 37 munici¬ 
palities, and many community groups. Site 
visits and aerial tours were provided to 
interested groups to evaluate the site. 

Following the enormous show of com¬ 
munity support for the PBJC location, Alex 
Dreyfoos joined the efforts of Eissey. 

Dreyfoos agreed to raise the next $15 
million from private sources. Eissey and 


Attorneys Donald H. Reed, Jr., and Bettye 
J. King were appointed by Governor Bob 
Martinez and approved by the State Board of 
Education as new members of the Palm 
Beach Junior College District Board of 
Trustees. 

King and Reed will replace the seats 
previously held by Willard Findling and 
Elizabeth Wesley. 

Bettye J. King is an attorney with the law 
firm of Lytal & Reiter, located in West Palm 
Beach. She is a member of a number of 
professional organizations. 

Donald H. Reed, Jr. is an attorney from 
Boca Raton. He has served on various 
legislative committees and belongs to sev¬ 
eral civic and fraternal organizations. 

Reed and King complete the Board of 
five members. Other PBJC Trustees in¬ 
clude Dolly Hand, Dr. Philip 0. Lichtblau 
and Dr. Bernard Kimmel.

Dreyfoos became co-founders of the Per¬ 
forming Arts Project. 

Palm Beach Junior College is the official 
owner of the 10.29 acres of land as well as 
the Performing Arts Center Building. 

The oversite of Center Planning and 
Construction is provided by the present 
PBJC Board of Trustees which includes Dr. 
Philip 0. Lichtblau, Mrs. Homer J. Hand, 
Dr. Bernard Kimmel, Ms. Bettye J. King, 
and Donald H. Reed, Jr. 

The facility will be managed through the 
Palm Beach County Centerfor the Arts, Inc. 
which is a community-based, non-profit 
organization. 

The successful acquisition of funds for 
the Center is a model of cooperation. The 
College, the County, the State Legislature, 
private businesses, and citizens have all 
provided leadership and resources needed 
to reach this important goal.
